In  thla  brief  cemetery  wsrrice  no  oration 
i*  fitting ;  hnt  only  aome  one  anggeatWe 
aeadtnent  which  shall  if  poMible  irradiate 
the  bero  ara  of  the  departed  and  aet  the 
doty  of  the  living  in  a  new  light. 

The  one  thought  we  venture  here  ia  thla, 
that  a  diatingniabing  glory  of  the  anpenor 
man  ia  that  lie  holds  tbe  power  and  bin  the 
wiadom  and  rexolution  to  apend  his  life  and 
give  bis  death  for  the  higbent  end*. 

Think  bow  unefni  one  life  may  be,  il 
Kpent  considerately,  worthily,  patriotically, 
ehriatianly  ;  think  how  uaeful  one  death  may 
be  when  one  death  ia  a  thousand  lives,  01 
when  it  ia  like  that  death  of  the  three  hnn- 
dred  8paiiaro>  whoae-  heroism  at  Thermo- 
pylae cheeked  the  iiarberie  hordes)  of  Per- 
sian invasion,  and  left  Greece  free  to  im- 
press her  intellect  and  art  upon  lha  world. 
Thin  life,  this  death,  it  ia  the  superior  nian'a 
supreme  prerogative  that,  anhji  -t  to  the  Al- 
mighty, he  ean  spend  it  as  he  will, 

Not  in  the  old  Stoie'a  blind  idea.  The 
Stole  imagined  a-nid  the  detracting,  false 
lights  of  the  groping  philosophy  of  heathen 
Greece  and  Bome,  that  he  had  reached  nun's 
proa  dost  superiority  when  he  enunciated 
that  man  is  se  a  master  of  his  life  that  he 
can  leave  it  when  it  becomes  a  hardship  or 
a  harden.  Bat  this  ia  the  puerility  and 
criminniity  of  a  subordinate,  sgaiust  orders 
and  periilinic  interests  be  cannot  tell  how 
•sat,  forsaking  bis  post  in  panic  in  igno- 
rance and  distrust  of  the  high  gronnds  on 
which  he  is  kept  at  that  post  hy  the  Great 
Commander.  Yet  ao  greit  a  historic  figure 
as  Onto  imagined  be  wsa  aeling  a  man's  part 
when  he  deierttd  the  great  traat  of  life,  in 
UUca. 

Rot  men  <a  our  idea  of  man's  hi«b  pre- 
gstive.    Fer  now  another  idea,  there  is  to 
e  snperfielsl  glance  \>atri,h\j  likely  to  be 
infonnded  with  thix,  hat  as  high  almre  it 
as  the  meridian  from  darkness,  a  truly  bfly 
ide.i,  resting  on  brnml  duty  and  well-conald- 
ersd  virtue,  that  v. hen  G>k1  calls  aud  where 
God  oolla,  msn  has  the  Liyb  prurxustiva  to 
eide  to  mvmd  hia  lifa  or  bestow  La  death 
he  will. 

That  high  efaoVe  theso  men  bad  it  in  their 

nd  to  make.  Unlike  the  ►elfish  Stole  re. 
girding  merdy  bis  oan  hardship  aa  excuse 
'or  for»sk  ni{  the  priri  iontially-onbiined 
ife,  bnt  rather  nnsellUhiy  measuring  the 
ralne  of  interest  beyoud  sud  shore  himself 
those  of  a  Isnd  to  lie  presented  fur  the  na- 
tion's sake,  for  humanity's  sake,  for  tbe  soke 
of  those  interest*  of  i.bcrty  and  cdncation 
and  virtnons,  and  godly  living,  and  human 
pmorciK,  which  Ood  baa  garnered 
seed  in  a  storehouse  in  this  nation' 
thence  to  scatter  broadcast  lietweei 
oceans  and  over  the  broad  earth,  Urns  these 
snperior  men,  oar  honored  comrades,  eboia 
to  exercise  that  high  power,  under  tbe  divine 
order,  and  by  dirine  consent,  nay  more,  nn- 
dar  diviu*  impulsion,  to  give  np  their  life. 

So  great  iu  their  esteem  was  tha  ralne  of 
that  nation's  life,  so  fruitful,  like  that  of  a 
growing  and  spreading  and  life-giving  tree, 
was  its  beneficent  in&ueace  to  iiecoroe,  in- 
creasingly through  the  thousand  ye.irs  that 
they  said,  one  and  all,  that  to  do  the  one 
huudred  tbonsondth  part  towards  preserving 
that  eonntry  from  disruption  ami  ruin  was 
worth  spending  their  life  for.  They  might 
have  sjiid,  in  all  reverence  of  speech,  "I 
have  power  to  lay  it  down."  To  measure 
that  nation '•  value  waa  the  part  of  a  great 
soul ;  to  resolve  upon  that  course  the  part 
of  a  heroic  aoul ;  to  peraist  in  it  to  death 
the  part  of  a  martyr-soul  To  honor  that 
willingness  so  to  surrender  life  for  anoh 
high  ends  tbe  earliest  blooms  the  spring  af- 
fords; we  gather  to  their  cherished  graves. 

It  waa  not  onr  portion  to  give  death  for 
onr  eonntry.  In  that  supreme  honor  they 
excelled  as.  Be  it  ours  to  eberiah  in  our 
rained  and  ennobling  recollections  of  our- 
selves that  wa  were  willing  to  do  as  they 
bnve  dona.

We 
cannot  meet  these  secret  enemies,  of  the  na- 
tion'* good  by  cannon  nor  shell  They 
must  be  met  by  loyal,  patriotie  citirens. 

When  wc  reach  the  true  dignity  of  citizen- 
ship we  shail  meet  bravely  and  successfully 
the  evils  (whatever  their  nature)  which 
threaten  oar  institutions.  We  may  gaiu  the 
true  conception  of  citizenship  hy  looking, 
soberly  and  thoughtfully  to  the  sacrifice* 
snd  devotion  of  the  soldier  and  also  to  the 
needs  aud  demands  of  the  future.  It  ia 
only  hy  standing  between  the  dead  past  and 
tha  bring  future  and  placing  the  right  esti- 
mate npon  the  labors  of  the  past  and  pledg- 
ing genuine  patriotiam  to  the  future  that  we 
come  to  a  full  realization  of  what  it  means 
to  lie  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  grandest  re- 
publics nnder  the  shining  ann.

Comrade  A.  A.  Seavems  here 
made  an  address,  in  memory  of  a  po- 
siiion  of  the  Union  Army  before  Rich- 
mond, May  31st,  1862,  when,  among 
the  re-inforcements  that  came  to  their 
ras  the  15th,  Massachusetts  regi- 
ment, in  which  regiment  was  Comrade 
Samuel  J.  Simmons,  who  has  come  to 
■peak  to  us  to-day,  and  this  served 
is  a  very  neat  introduction  to  the 
speaker  who  occupied  the  closest  at- 
tention of  the  audience  during  his  elo- 
quent, able  and  powerful  address. 

He  congratulated  the  members  of 
Geo.  W.  Perry  Post  31,  on  the  addi- 
tion to  their  ranks  during  the  past 
year,  and  on  the  successful  and  im- 
pressive order  of  services  carried  out 
on  this  beautiful  dav,  in  strewing  with 
flowers  the  graves  of  fallen  comrades. 
The  cenes  of  the  battle  filled  during 
ir  last  civil  war  have  been  lived  over 
again,  and  the  principles  for  which  we, 
as  comrades  fought,  are  fresh  in  our 
minds. 

1  would  not,  said  the  speaker,  deco- 
rate the  grave  of  a  confederate  sol- 
dier with  the  same  duplet  which 
I  would  place  upon  that  of  a  Union 
Soldier.  The  time  has  not  yet  come 
ne  to  do  that.  It  will  never  do  to 
forget  the  principles  for  which  we 
fought,  and  for  which  our  comrades 
gave  their  strong  and  promising  lives. 

The  speaker  desired  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  his  fellow  citizens  to  some 
of  their  political  duties. 

He  considered  that  there  was  dan- 
ger ahead  for  carelessness  or  omission 
of  duty  in  this  respect.  He  also  re- 
ferred to  the  fact  that  a  large  portion 
of  the  citizens  of  this  country  were 
not  fairly  dealt  with  when  the  prices 
of  staple  articles  and  necessities  were 
constantly  rising,  and  the  cost  of  manu- 
facture advancing  to  fill  the  coffer  of 
the  Capitalist.  He  apptalcd  to  young 
men  to  lay  a  foundation  for  a  good 
ompicte  manhood  in  early  life. 
j  said  the  speaker,  is  the  time, 
and  do  not  wait  for  later  years.  The 
highest  of  possibilities  await  you,  if 
you  are  true  to  yourselves.  He  closed 
with  an  appeal  to  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Army  to  perpetuate  their  prin- 
ciples of  fraternity,  charity  and  loyal- 
ty- 
After  music  by  the  Band.  Rev. 
Will  C.  Wood  delivered  a  short  ad- 
dress upon  the  thought  that  the  Amer- 
ican Nation  has  in  it  a  moral  principle. 
Assyria,  Greece,  Rome,  Carthage,  and 
all  the  ancient  nations  have  had 
their  rise  and  fall.  The  eternal  years 
of  God  are  for  the  United  States  of 
America 

The  services  in  the  church,  conclu 
ded  with  the  singing  of  America  by  the 
audience  led  by  the  band  and  com- 
rade Henry  Young,  and  the  benedic 
tion  by  Rev.  W.  A.  Spinney. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  services 
the  Post  marched  to  headquarters 
and  were  dismissed.

Memorial  Services. 

Post  31,  G.  A.  R.  of  Scituate.  attend- 
ed service  at  the  Bapiist  Church,  No. 
Scituate  on  Sunday  afternoon.  May  28. 
The  Post  mustered  in  and  presented  a 
fine  appearance,  as  they  occupied  the 
seats  reserved  for  them  in  the  body 
of  the  church.  The  day  was  fine  and 
a  large  congregation  was  present. 

The  floral  display  was  especially  at- 
tractive, and  was  made  tip  of  a  large 
and  choice  variety  of  house  plants, 
which  had  been  arti'  tically  arranged 
in  front  of  the  pulpit. 

After  the  introductory  services  con- 
sisting of  appropriate  music,  reading 
of  scriptures  and  prayer,  the  pastor  of 
the  church,  R:v.  W.  A.  Spiuney 
preached  an  eloquent,  impressive  and, 
powerful  sermon,  takinc  as  his  text 
Matthew  »a-ai.  "Redder  therefore 
unto  Caesar  the  things  which  are  Cae 
sar's  ;  and  unto  God,  the  things  that 
are  God's  £'  and  announcing  as  his 
theme,  "Loyalty  to  Country,  and  to 
God."  We  wish  space  would  permit 
to  present  the  entire  sermon  to  our 
readers,  but  as  it  is  only  a  brief  ab- 
stract and  a  few  quotations  can  be 
given. 

"Some  time  ago,  and  it  is  as  true  to- 
day, the  well  known  Scotch  writer, 
Carlyle,  said  that  the  race  of  life  has 
become  intense,  the  runners  are  tread 
ing  upon  each  other's  heels  ;  woe 
him  who  stops  to  tie  his  shoe-strings." 

The  rapidity  with  which  this  busy 
world  of  ours  moves  in  speaking  to 
some  such  tones.  Th»t  it  is 
dangerous  for  men  to  stop  here  and 
there  a  little  by  the  wayside,  even  to 
gather  up  the  shoe  strings  of  their 
thoughts  and  twist  them  into  a  knot  of 
that  would  lead  to  heroic 


of  the  great  evils  of  to 
day  that  men  aie  either  afraid  or  too 
lazr  to  stop  and  think  for  themselves. 

The  great  mass  of  people  allow 
others  to  do  their  thinking  for  them. 
This  is  a  modern  theory  thaf  if  my 
friend  and  neighbor  thinks  ill,  I  follow 
suit  for  I  think  as  he  does.

The  great  problems  of  this  world 
will  be  readily  and  easily  solved  when 
men  and  women  think  and  decide  for 
the  right  there  will  be  no  dangei 
fear  in  the  civU  or  political  world.

wrong.  That  which  paralyzes  his  pow- 
if  mind  against  the  everlasting 
truth. 

That  which  dwarfs  his  intelligence 
and  unfits  him  for  any  noble  calling 
and  pure  enjoyments.  That  evil  whieh 
cattses young  men  who  are  struggling 
for  the  right  to  fall. 

What  evil  which  costs  this  nation 
annually  a  sum  equal  to  the  national 
debt  and  more  in  advance.  That  evil 
which  is  the  true  enemy  to  social  pro- 
gress and  the  noblest  industry.  That 
"  which,  before  the  temperance 
■ement  began,  caused  three-fourths 
of  the  farms  of  Massachusetts  to  be 
sold  under  the  hammer  in  order  to  meet 
their  bills  caused  by  liquor.  That  evil 
which  causes  85  percent  of  the  crimes 
of  this  commonwealth. 

That  evil  which  stands  defiantly 
against  the  best  and  highest  interests 
of  the  individual,  the  family,  the  com- 
munity, and  against  the  very  God  that 
created  man  in  his  own  image — the 
il  of  intemperance. 
There,  fellow  citizens,  not  political- 
ly, is  a  battle  field  on  which  to  show 
your  loyalty  as  citizens  of  the  United 
States ;  a  battle  field  higher,  broader 
and  farther  reaching  than  that  of  the 
late  war.    Broader,  because  it  touches

Wealthy  men  bought  lots  and  builded 
summer  residences  for  their  families. 
But,  1  am  told  that  riot  one  of  those 
families  now  own  property  there,  nor 
:ven  visit  that  Beach  which  a  few 
.  ears  ago  gave  every  promise  of  being 
one  of  the  most  charming  tunimer  re 
sorts  along  the  North  Shore.  You  ask 
why  these  respectable  jjcople  forsook 
that  Beach  ?  The  answer  is  brief, 
Sabbath  desecration  drove  them  from 


the  place.  A  few  years  ago  not  a  po- 
liceman was  needed  there,  now  it  re- 
quires a  body  guard.  And  what  is 
true  of  that  place  is  true  of  other*. 

I  can  assure  you  I  was  not  a  little 
surprised  recently  when  I  asked  a 
well-to-do  man  if  he  was  going  to  pass 
his  vacation  with  us  in  Scituite  again 
this  summer.  He  brings  his  horses 
and  csrriages  with  him  when  he  come* 
for  the  season.  But  he  replied  that 
there  Is  too  much  Sabbath  desecration 
in  Sciiuate  to  suit  my  family.  I  don't 
care  to  have  my  sons  and  daughters 
live  even  iu  tbe  summer  where  the 
Sabbath  is  so  desecrated  by  the  young 
and  the  old. 

A  person  said  to  me  the  other  day 
that  he  could  not  be  induced  to  Ihe  ia 
a  certain  part  of  the  town,  fo:  rowdy- 
ism, vulgarity  and  insult  seemed  to  be 
as  prevalent,  if  not  more  so,  on  the 
Sabbath  than  on  any  other  day. 

And  it  was  only  the  other  day  that 
I  read  In  our  town  paper  a  call  for 
some  measures  for  stopping  the  noise 
and  racket  on  Sabbath  evenings,  as 
i'  was  almost  impossible  to  pass  with- 
out being  run  into,  and,  of  course,  in* 
suited.  Fellow  ciiizens,  this  is  a  ques- 
tion which  is  closely  allied  to  the  high- 
est good  of  the  community.  And 
here  we  have  a  battle  field  to  show 
our  loyalty  as  citizens;  Here  a  call 
is  made  for  loyalty  on  the  part  of 
those  who  have  never  seen  a  battle 
field  to  show  their  fidelity  to  the  best 
good  of  the  community."

Thc 
driTC  is  oftea  loug  oud  always  dungcr- 
ous  aad  luborious.  Tho  boys  are 
splendidly  mounted,  their  horses  and 
saddles  being,  with  tho  exception  ol 
their  rovolvcrs,  the  possessions  in 
which  they  take  thc  most  pride.  They 
ride  among  tho  cuttle  at  iaimincut  risk 
of  being  trnaiplcd  to  death, nad  nt  uiglit 
sleep  oa  tho  grouud.  When  thc  herd 
has  beca  delivered  aud  the  boyi 
partaken  freely  of  frontier  whiskey  tho 
trouble  begins.  If  there  is  u  dnncc- 
house  near  nt  hnnd  they  head  for  it  and 
nad  sijnnlizo  their  presence  by  attempt- 
ing to  "shoot  out"  the  caudle  or  lamps 
as  the  case  may  be.  As  n  rale,  they 
are  not  disturbed  ia  pastimes  such 
this.

A  correspondent  of  thc  New  York 
Tribune,  protesting  against  thc  pro- 
posed retirement  of  Gen.  Shcrmau, 
givo  un  idea  of  that  gcntlemnu's  powers 
in  tho  following  words  :

Territory,  und  back  by  the  lino  of 
the  British  Possessions  to  tho  head  of 
thc  Great  Lukes.  His  strong  aud 
bnrdy  nides-dc-enmp  arc  well  worn  out 
in  keeping  up  with  him.  Hnlf  ol  the 
young  lieuteuants  of  the  army  would 
be  nimble  to  follow  him  ;  while  in  the 
discreet  und  thoughtful  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, w  hich  sits  iu  judgment  on 
his  age  aud  infirmities,  there  is  not  per- 
hnps  a  solitary  member  who  could  fng 
after  him  for  one  singlo  solid  week  of  this 
flying  tour.  He  moves  with  the  same 
celerity  thnt  characterized  his  great 
Koutlioro  campaign.  For  rapidity  nnd 
cuergy,lor  a  ccrlaia  instinctivo  intre- 
pidity, he  hns  no  living  peer.  Only 
romnatic  annuls,  in  thc  extraordinary 
journeys  of  such  lenders  us  thc  Earl  of 
Pcterboro,  can  be  found  parallel; 
Sherman's  lorkcd-lightnlng  wnys  of 
descending  on  thc  frontier  posts.  Aad 
it  is  while  he  is  off  iu  bis  scvcn-lcagtic 
boots,  striding  over  lnkcs  nnd  mountains 
aud  deserts,  that  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, sitting  comfortably  in 
ehnirs,ordcrs  him  to  retire  by  reason  of 
age.

At  thc  closo  of  tho  eighteenth  cen- 
tury n  farmer's  daughter  loft  home  in 
Yorkshire,  Eugland,  to  go  ns  a  jcrvant 
in  n  farm  house.  •  She  had  to  fill  tho 
plnee  at  onco  of  kilchcu-maid,  house- 
maid, milk-mnid,  und  cook.  Sho 
milked  six  cowi  morning  und  evening, 
besides  nil  else,  and  when  she  found 
leisure  beyond  those  services  sho  occu- 
pied herself  ia  spinaiug  wool.  But 
with  all  that  wns  lowly,  uad  unprom- 
ising in  this  young  woman's  lilo  she  had 
geouioc  piety.  Sho  had  been  brought 
up  with  the  Bible  us  her  guide,  nnd 
with  the  pure  and  noble  ideas  which  be- 
long to  Christian  education.  In  tho 
course  of  time  sho  wns  ongnged  lo  mar- 
ry n  yonug  wenvor  of  Halilax,  whose 
nnmo  wns  John  Crosdcy.  They  marri- 
ed nt  longth  and  settle!  down  to  a  life 
of  honest  industry.  Crossley  wns  fru- 
gal and  thriRy.  Ho  got  on  well,  laid 
by  his  earnings,  and  at  length  wns  able 
to  rent  a  wool  aijll  aud  dwclliag  hoasc. 
When  tho  couple  were  about  entering 
their  uow  quarters  a  holy  purpose  of 
conscerntiou  took  possession  of  his 
yonng  wife.  On  the  duy  of  entering 
tho  bouse  she  urosc  ut  four  o'clock  intho 
morning  nnd  wout  into  the  door-ynrd. 
There,  in  the  enrly  twilight,  beforo  en- 
tering tho  house,  sho  knelt  on  tho 
ground  and  gnvc  her  lifo  uncw  to  God. 
She  vowed  most  solemnly  in  theso 
words:  "It  the  Lord  docs  bless  mo 
at  this  place,  tbe  .poor  shall  havo  a 
shurc  of  it." 

That  grand  uct  ol  consecration  wns 
the  gorm  of  n  lilo  of  mnrvclous  nobil- 
ity. It  wm  tho  law  of  this  home  for 
maay  years,  whilo  sons  wcro  boru  aud 
grew  up  under  its  ennobling  influence. 
John  Crossley  died  leaving  a  comtort- 
ablo  property  nnd  a  good  name.  The 
widow  lived  on  to  old  ago,  nnd  would 
never  consont  to  romovo  from  her  first 
boine  to  n  better  ouo.  Tho  sons  car- 
ried on  their  futhe-'s  business,  cducntod 
nnd  controlled  by  tho  spirit  of  the 
mother's  early  vow.  Ono  of  the 
youngest  sons  becamo  a  haronct  and  a 
member  of Pnrliamout  for  West  Ridiag. 
Ia  mature  lifo  ho  said,  "It  Is  to  this 
vow,  mndc  nnd  kept  with  so  much 
fidelity,  that  I  attribute  the  great  suc- 
cess of  my  father  in  bustucss.  My 
mother  wns  always  lookiug 
could  best  keop  hor  vow. 

Tho  Crosslcys  grew  rich  nud  grcut. 
Tho  sons  of  the  kitchou  amid  became 
owners  of  mills  which  covered 
ground.  These  structure*  rose,  story 
above  story,  in  solid  masses.

Thc  text 
waruing  is  the  caso  of  the  Into 
poet,  Dunto  Rossetti  who,  suffering 
from  insomnia,  sought  chloral 
lief,  "only  to  experience  grcator  ovils 
horrible   acrvousness,  irritablily 
aad  depression  of  thc  vegetative  fuue- 
tious."     The    pcculinr  sen 
which  iu  bis  lutcr  years,   his  grnduul 
witbdruwnl  from  sooinl  circles  nud  hi 
!     surrender     to  melancholy, 
tho  results  of  chloral  sleep.  The 
i  rcmnrks  that  physicians  should 
rcfnl  about   prcsoribiug  chloral 
for  nervous  nnd  literary  pcrsous  suffer- 
ing from    wakefulness.  This 
symptom  of  some   violated  hygicaic 
irincipal,    some  bodily  derangemeut, 
which,  if  once  corrected,  nutarnl  sleep 
would  follow.    But  if  the  hrui 
drowned  in  chloral  sleep,  the  remedy 

grateful  that   the  organ 
fuses  lo  he  comforted  in  auy  other  wny 
when  wukcfulucss  returns.  Besides  thc 
objection  thut  it  is  a  bad  habit  to  lorcc 
sleep  by  a  narcotic,  chloral  injures  the 
colls  of  thc  gray   mattor  of   tho  cere- 
brum, wcukens  tho  henrt,  cnuscs  siruc- 
lural  ednrages  in  the  liver  und  impairs 
tbe  nutrition.    Tho  decay  of  tho  bodily 
powers  in  these  cases  is  sad,  but  ni 
sad  are   tho  physical  dcraugomei 
which  inuke  tho  incarceration  of  mnuy 
ol  those  fiibjocts  iu  asylums  flnnlly 
noccssary.

Long  Rows  iu  the  Garden. 

Works  on  gnrdening  give  pinna  for 
lnying  out  the  groand — ccrtaia  beds  to 
bo  put  in  ono  plncc,  with  paths  here 
and  there.  This  is  all  well  ia  order  to 
make  the  most  of  a  small  picco  of 
ground.  With  the  farmer's  gnrdcu  the 
case  is  different,  as  there  nro  few  fnrms 
where  u  squnro  rod  or  two  more  or  less 
in  the  gnrden  is  of  importance.  Iu  such 
a  garden  there  should  he  very  few  beds, 
hut  nil  tho  lnrgcr  vegetables  should  be 
plnced  ia  long,  straight  rows,  in  order 
thnt  tho  working1  muy  bo  done,  so  far 
ns  prnctienblo,witli  the  horse  cultivntor. 
Tho  permanent  beds,  such  as  those  of 
rhubarb  and  asparagus,  should  he  ncur 
one  another  and  nt  one  side  of  tho  hind 
to  bo  occupied  by  the  anauul  crops.  In 
sowing  or  plnnting  it  the  cultivntor  used 
upon  tho  furm  is  nlso  to  do  the  work  in 
the  gnrden  ;  this  is  lo  bo  homo  in  mind 
in  lnying  oul  the  rows,  which  should  be 
nt  such  distnnces  ns  will  nllow  the  pns- 
sagc  of  thc  implement.  In  going  to  or 
coming  from  farm  work,  tbo  cultivator 
may  often  tnkc  a  few  turns  in  the  gar- 
den. Those  who  hnvo  never  tried  horso 
power  in  tho  garden  will  bo  surprised 
nt  the  great  help  it  is  in  keeping  it  ia 
order,  and  it  will  go  far  to  do  uwuy 
withthc  complnint  thut  the  gnrden  "tnkes 
too  much  time." — fAmerican  Agricul-

to  have  given  the  itiiimL*»>  to  my  mind, 
it  is  Kmcrsou ;  whatever  I  bat  e  doue 
the  world  ow*s  to  him."  The  sincere 
aud  even  enthusiastic  wclctinie  which 
Kmcrsou  received  iu  Kngland  aud  the 
singular  interest  that  followed  him, 
were  lately  oaing  to  a  certain  repre- 
relntion  iu  a  hich  he  stood  to 
the  thoughtful  aud  earnest  people  who 
had  inrued  bim  to  the  country  and 
listened  to  him. 

With  entire  simplicity,  with  i|uiet 
unconsciousness  ul  any  radicalism  iu 
1,  describing  w  ithout  super- 
vision before  his  eyes, 
be  really  dealt  with  things  ol  tremen- 
dous import  to  the  people  before  him. 
His  pictures  of  the  lairer  society,  where 
kite  breathed  through  lile.  aud  jiuiice 
orgauiied  tbc  state,  and  the  tradesmau 
*vuld  rather  be  cheated  than  cheat, and 
religioo  rejoiced  in  the  sincerity  of 
doubt,  were  as  incidental  sketches  mnde 
the  wayside;  but  they  secniid  to 
come  from  a  region  where  the  dreams 
climbing  ages  had  ex- 
panded in  at  least  ideal  realixatiou. 
Thoughts  vacuelr  murmured  by  dariug 
linds.  or  whispered  in  the  ear,  were 
not  merely  spoken  clearly  by  tbi>  mnu 
of  the  new  world,  but  they  were  in- 
esled  with  the  beauty,  the  artistic 
completeness,  the  gracious  sentiment, 
and  the  reverence  which  gave  them  tho 
charm  of  poetry  and  tbc  irapresvsivcoess 
of  prophecy. 

It  would  however,  require  much 
space  to  present  even  in  outline  tho 
teachings  and  aims  of  Kmcrson.  lie 
must  be  regarded  as  by  far  the  mot 
characteristic  and  interestiug  develop- 
ment of  the  American  intellect. — [Pall 
Mall  Ga«rte.

dates  every  senson  hove  not  n|i|>cared  at 
nil  or  but  few  have  been  well.  It  •* 
well  Riiowu  that  flishts  ol  birds  occur 
quite  regnlitrly  in  nutiiutn  before  the 
storms,  aud  in  spritig  alter  them.  R 
is  also  well  knowu  thnl  iniioy  birds  iu 
their  migrations  travel  during  the  uighl 
rc.-tiug  usually  during  the  day.  We 
were  prepared  ou  tho  rii-e  ol  tlio  Utcr- 
ciiry  Siitnrxlny  evcuiug  to  note  a  flight 
of  birds  during  tho  night  aud  wore  not 
disappointed. 

The  early  hours  of  the  eveuiug  pawed 
without  much  having  hcon  heard  of 
Ihe  birds,  except  uow  nnd  th 
chirp  of  n  warbler  or  the  noise  of  a 
small  flock  piuvtiug  overhead.  At 
eleven  o'clock,  however,  bird  calls  bc- 
gnu  to  resound  high  iu  the  air  aud  ou 
and  011  all  sides,  aud  from  twelve  to 
two  iu  the  tuoruing  multitudes  ol  buds 
were  heard  passing  overheard  ;  some 
low,  some  so  liighth.it  their  notes  came 
back  like  a  laiul  echo  from  the  darkness 
Occasionally  a  Aock  of  warblers  or  spar- 
rows would  pnv,  lltiug  so  low  that 
the  rustling  of  thoir  wiugs  could  l>o 
heard.  Now  aud  thou  a  flock  of  some 
small  song  birds  passed  high  overhead 
making  their  cull  notes  11  coutinuoii! 
musical  ripplo  through  the  uight.  Frow 
tho  regious  of  the  upper  air,  high  nbovi 
all,  eitme  buck  the  tones  of  the  plovel 
uud  other  shore  birds,  all  tcuding  toward 
the  north.  This  vast  multitude  of 
birds  continued  to  pass  throughout 
night.  The  UJtcs  of  many,  such  11s 
bobolink,  taunger.  Wilsou's  thrush, 
white  crowned  sparrow, 
ogniied,  and  during  a  walk  Suuday 
morning  these  birds  and  many  others 
were  found  iu  numbers.  Those 
wish  to  observe  the  smaller  html  hirbs 
now  on  (heir  way  to  the  uorth  should 
be  on  the  alert,  for  in  t.u  days  from 
this  time  very  lea-  hints  will  be  found 
here  except  our  summer  rcsideuts.  This 
flight  of  birds,  which  is  pr  >bahly  nol 
local,  may  extend  over  tbe  culire  por- 
tion of  tho  nortion  Uuited  Slates  cast 
of  the  Mississippi,  or  even  further.

During  this  week  will  be  demolished 
house  with  .1  peculiar  history. 
SS  we  err,  it  Has  bad  but  one  tenant. 
It  wits  never  gladdened  with  tbe  berth 

child  ;  il  has  never  been  shad, 
by  a  death.    Tbc   owner   goes  forth 
from  it  n  grand,  world-renowned,  bul 
somewhat  solitary  figure,  bat  ing  cut 
ed  it,  forty  years  ago,  a  brilliant  yo« 
ith  eloquoucc  and  leadership 
his  eyes.    He  has  lived  though  1 
tremc  vicissitude*.    At  times  be  has 
been  tbe  object  ol  virulent  hatred;  his 
has  been  reviled,  bimscll  mucked 
by  the  populace,  and  even  followed 
his  door  by  hooting  mobs. 

Again,  he  has  becu  applauded  by 
the  same  fickle  people  w  ith  an  enthusi- 
asm which  knew  no  boud.-  All  in 
forty  years.  After  the  erection  of  Pre- 
sident Harrison  in  1S10  (upon  the  iu- 
lellectnnl  and  statesmanlike  platform  of 
log  cabin  and  hard  eider),  a  ucw  street 
just  o|icocd  iu  ltoslon  CM  named  Har- 
rison avenue.  At  it.  easterly  end  it 
touches  Essex  street  ;and  in  that  street, 
precisely  opposite  the  head  of  the  ave- 
me,  i*  n  very  plain  brick  Iioiim-  of  two 
itoric* — the  hou«c  we  are  now  discrib- 
ng.  The  front  door  is  painted  or 
grained  with  a  somewhat  dingy  color, 
il  bears  iu  a  laded  Mark  pnrnllclo-

Thirty  yours  ago  a  few  persons  of 
lorcigo  birth  appeared  in  tbc  streets 
ith  hair  ou  the  upper  lip,  and  were 
subjects  of  curiosity  nnd  sometimes  ol 
public  ridicule.  In  I8.1O  some  of  the 
the  young  swell,  of  the  metropolis  he- 
ft enr  niuslnehcs,  but  for  some 
time  110  clerk  would  venture  to  imitate 
them.  Iu  oue  case  a  nterchaut  on  Vine 
street  who  hadjust  engaged  a  clerk  for 
twelve  mouths.or  during  good  behavior, 
discharged  him  for  wearing  full  beard, 
elaiming  that  the  udoption  of  the  lasbion 
laid  the  clerk  open  to  dismissal  under 
tho  good  behavior  clause  to  the  contract. 
About  the  snmc  time  a  number  of  lead- 
luiats  gave  notico  that  they 
would  employ  unbody  who  wore  hair  on 
the  upper  lip.  As  late  as  1851  tho 
senior  proprietor  of  this  paper  mnde  his 
liner  shave  ofT  an  incipient  mustache, 
1  soon  nflcr  brought  his  own  son 
uuder  the  razor. 

In  the  church  ol  Dr.  Retbunc,  on 
Brooklyn  UcighU,  an  elder  who  was 
itlcrlng  from  a  lnmo  wrist  allowed  bis 
beard  to  grow  rather  than  to  submit  to 
barber.  The  habit  begiuuiug  in  nec- 
essity, continued  on  account  ol  tbe  in- 
of  comfort  it  afforded,  and  tbc 
elder  flaunted  his  beard  before  bis  con- 
gregntiou  coostnntly.  Tbc  result  was 
laughable.  Many  of  the  brethren  called 
npon  tho  pastor  to  insist  upon  doing 
away  wilb  such  a  scandal  as  a  full- 
bearded  elder.  He  led  tbcm  to  bis  li- 
brary and  showed  tbcm  how  some  of  tbe 
iriy  fathers  bad  pleaded  agnins:  cutting 
ofT  the  benrd.  He  turned  to  LacUn- 
tius,  Theodore,  St.  Augustine  and  Si. 
Cyprian,  who  had  stoutly  contended 
for  tho  growth  of  a  full  beard.  He 
quoted  from  Clemeut  of  Alexandria  the 
that  "nature  adorned  lmen, 
like  a  lion,  w  ith  a  beard,  as  a  mark  of 
strength  and  power."  When  one  of  ihe 
asked  bim  how  be  would  like  it 
il  the  clergy  assumed  the  mustache.  Dr. 
Bcthune  referred  him  to  a  decision  of 
the  fourth  Council  of  Cartbarget  A.  D. 

.  ll.)in  which  it  was  positive- 
ly enacted  that  a  clergyman  shall  not 
share  his  beard,  and  to  a  statement 
made  by  Luther  in  discussing  tbe  sub- 
ject, "that  all  the  Protcstaot  martyrs 
burned  in  their  full  beards."'  This 
did  not  settle  the  matter. for  subscqucu 
iy  tbc  ladies  of  tbc  congrega'ion  pnt  i 
their  protest.      But  in  a  few  months 
venturesome  lawyer  let  bis  beard  grow 
alter  ibe  manuer  of  tbc  ciders,  nnJ  in  a 
little  while  smooth  shaven  faces  were 
longer  the  rule,  bm  were  the  excep- 
tion.— [Journal  of  Commerce.

The  ecoucj  Scientific  entertain- 
ment given  by  th*  pupil*  of  the 
Scituate  High  School  in  the  town 
ball  on  "Wednesday  evening,  May 
24th,  was  ewn  more  successful 
iind  enjoyable  than  the  previous 
one.  A  good  audience  was 
preserrt,  thereby  showing  the  in- 
terest in  the  School  and  disposi- 
tion of  the  friends  of  higher  edu- 
cation to  furnish  every  possible 
facility  to  aid  the  pupil*  in  their 
work. 

As  was  announce.!,  the  gases 
Oxygen.  Hydrogen.  Nitrogen 
and  Carbonic  Acid  were  the  sub- 
jects for  consideration  {  and  in  the 
Essays  read  and  experiments  per- 
formed revealed  some  of  the  mar- 
velous properties  of  these 
elements  as  they  stand  alone  s 
their  properties  being  but  little 
known  and  understood  as 
elements,  but  only  as  they 
enter  into  the  most  common 
compounds  of  air  and  water. 

Some  two  gallons  of  Oxygen 
had  been  previously  made  and 
thereby  the  audience  was  not  de- 
tained for  the  time  it  would  take 
to  manufacture  there  in  presence 
of  the  audience,  and  the  process  ex- 
plained. 

An  essay  upon  Oxygen  was 
read  by  Mjss  Josie  M.  Litchfield 
of  the  Senior  Class.  The  ex- 
periments performed  were  the 
"phosphoric  sun,"  orthe  burn- 
ing of  phosphorus  in  Oxygen, 
burning  of  watch  spring  j  burst- 
ing into  a  flame  of  a  candle  with 
simply  a  spark  upon  the  wick. 

Nitrogen  was  remarked  upon 
by  Willard  h-  Bailey  of  the  Ju- 
nior class,  and  the  manufacture  of 
the  same,  and  process,  explained 
to  the  audience.  This  inetness  of 
Nitrogen  was  shown  in  the  fact 
that  a  candle  would  not  burn  in  it. 

A  fine  essay  on  Hydrogen  wai 
read  by  Hubert  F.  Bingham, and 
its  manufacture  and  process  ex- 

Slained,  The  shrill,  sweet,  or 
arsh  notes  of  the  singing  flame, 
varied  at  will  by  the  operator, 
produced  much  merriment  and 
roars  of  laughter. 

An  essay  on  Carbonic  Acid 
was  read  by  Miss  Julia  E.  Jenk- 
ins of  the  Junior  class.  A  large 
number  of  experiments  that  could 
be  presented  were  remarked  upon 
by  Gardner  Bates. 

Some  of  the  amusing  and 
wonderful  properties  of  this  heavy 
gas  were  then  shown  by  the  ex- 
periments performed,  such  as 
pouring  it  from  one  jar  upon  a  can- 
dle in  another  and  thus  extinguish- 
ing the  flame,  and  pouring  it 
down  an  inclined  plane  upon  a 
row  of  candles  set  in  a  trough  and 
putting  out  each  one  of  the  can- 
dles. This  experiment  was  suc- 
cessfully performed  twice.  The 
only  failure  in  the  experiments 
was  in  the  watch  spring,  which, 
having  been  partly  oxidized  before 
did  not  burn  as  readily  as  it  other- 
wise would  have  done.  A  fine 
programme  of  vocal  music  was 
furnished  by  the  High  School 
Choir,  which  reflected  upon  them 
much  credit,  considering  the  short 
time  they  had  practiced  together. 

A  flute  solp  "The  Aesthetic 
Polka"  by  Fred  T.  Bailey  with 
organ  accompniment  by  Miss 
Josie  Litchfield  received  well 
merited  applause. 

The  experiments  were  per- 
formed by  the  teacher  with  the 
aid  of  Ernest  J.  Brown  and 
Henry  T.  Bailey  of  the  Senior 
Class. 

The  Principal  of  the  School 
thanked  the  audience  for  their  at- 
tention and  patronage,  and  bade 
them  good  night  with  a  brilliant 
experiment  illustrating  the  amount 
of  heat  generated  in  the  human 
body  in  half  at)  hour.  A  single 
drop  of  sulphuric  acid  being 
dropped  upon  the  mixture,  the 
flames  shot  upward,  dense  vol- 
umes of  smoke  filled  the  room4 
and  the  audience  quickly  dis- 
persed. 


The  B#a«-h  fuse. 

r.  Editor  ; 

The  Keacli  ring  have  evidently  lost 
all  hop*-  of  gaining  their  casein  a 
court  of  justici  and  have  at  last  deter- 
rained  to  take  ihe  Uw  in  their  hands. 

A  short  time  ago  a  man  narrowly 
escap«d  hei"8  k»,led  bX  one  oi  the 
ring  shouting  to  and  starting  his  horse, 
>cky  dangerous  place.  While 
trying  to  reach  the  reins  he  was  thrown 
between  the  wheels  and  dragged  quite 
a  distance  before  he  succeeded  in  slop- 
ping the  team,  the  horse  being  fright, 
ened  by  this  man,  who,  notwithstand- 
ing live  perilous  position  of  the  owner 
itill  continued  to  urge  him  on. 

IVg  all  remember  the  disgraceful 
affair  which  occured  a  few  years  ago, 
when  a  crowd  of  drunken  would-be 
owners,  fell  upon  a  fc*  men  beating 
and  piercing  their  horses  with  forks. 

Do  these  men  suppose  that  they 
will  command  any  higher  respect  In 
the  community,  by  a  repetition  of  such 
icenes  ? 

The  Beach  committee  have  given 
the  people  permission  to  take  rock- 
weed  from  certain  beaches,  which  the 
auditors,  (10  whom  the  case  has  from 
time  to  time  been  submitted,  have  de- 
cided belong,  and  always  have  be- 
the  town).  In  taking  advan- 
tage of  this  permission,  men  are  met 
by  enraged  members  of  the  beach 
party  assaulted  with  forks,  their  horses 
beaten  and  abused,  their  carts  tipped 
up  and  their  property  taken  from  them. 

Why  do  they  not  patiently  wait  un- 
til the  ease  is  legally  settled,  if  they 
believe  their  cause  is  a  just  one.  E*ery 
act  of  the  kind  referred  to  only  shows 
their  weakness.  People  say  they  a 
getting  desperate,  they  do  not  dare 
have  the  matter  go  before  the  supreme 
Court,  and  as  drowning  men  catch  at 
straws,  are  trying  in  this  way  to  keep 
themselves  afloat  a  little  while  longer, 
vainly  hoping  that  the  town  will  be- 
come discouraged  and  allow  the  mat- 
ter to  fall  to  the  ground. 

It  does  not  look  like  it  now  howev- 
er. The  people  seem  more  deter- 
mined than  ever  before  not  to  allow 
the  time,  labor,  and  money  spent  in 
this  case  to  go  for  nothing,  when  a 
little  firmness  now  is  all  that  is  need- 
ed to  bring  the  matter  to  a  crisis. 
We  think  the  end  is  indeed  near,  and 
tne  sooner  it  comes  the  better  it  will 
be  for  both  sides. 

It  is  sad  to  see  grey  haired  men 
wasting  year  after  year  of  the  com- 
paratively few  that  remain  to  them 
In  wrangling  about  a  little  of  this 
earth  of  which  we  shall  all  at 
last  require  so  small  a  share. 

One  of  the  beach  party  made  the 
remark  to  me,  a  few  days  ago,  that 
since  this  trouble  about  the  beaches, 
every  thing  had  seemed  to  go  wrong 
with  him  and  I  think  that  many  of  the 
others  if  they  were  equally  frank 
would  be  obliged  to  say  very  much 
the  same. 

One  thing  is  certain  if  they  are  to 
hold  the  beaches  they  must  first  prove 
that  they  own  them,  which  they  have 
not  yet  been  able  to  do.  If  they  be- 
long to  the  town  it  is  our  duty  to  de- 
fend them  in  a  civilized  manner,  if 
possible.  Still,  if  in  availing  our- 
selves of  the  permission  of  the  town, 
obliged  to  laise  our  hand  to 
defend  ourselves  and  our  abused  hor- 
ses, from  brutal  assaults,  who  can 
blame  us  ?  We  do  not  go  upon  the 
land  they  claim  to  quarrel  with  them. 
If  we  were,  sure  the  case  would  be 
tried  this  fall  we  could  wait.  But 
does  any  one  suppose  that  if  they  can 
keep  us  away  without  it,  the  case  will 
erer  go  before  the  Supreme  court  ? 

The  course  they  have  taken  proves 
that  Ihey  are  not  very  particular  about 
the  means  used,  if  they  can  only  suc- 
ceed in  preventing  the  people  of  Scitu- 
ate from  taking  rockweed  from  the 
beaches.  Farmer.
